A communication from the Methodist Benevolent Association was 
read, and after remarks by Z. T. Bennett and Bishop Atkins, W. J. 
LeRoy was appointed agent for this Conference.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

To the President and Members of the White River Conferene: 

Dear Brethren — We are glad to report a considerable increase in 
most all lines of Sunday school work. We have an increase in number 
of schools, officers, teachers and pupils. A greater interest in missions 
than ever, perhaps, in our history. But there is great room for im- 
provement, the field is large and it will require a great effort upon our 
part, and unless we can have the hearty co-operation of every pastor, 
we cannot accomplish all that this great and important work demands. 
But with every man fully awakened to a full sense of duty there will 
be such an onward and upward movement as the world has never seen. 
The last General Conference did some wise things for the Sunday 
School interest which, if carried %ut, will result in great things for 
us. Already in our mind’s eye and ear we see and hear the footsteps 
of the Sunday School children, under the leadership of consecrated, 
thoroughly trained officers and teachers, moving forward like a mighty 
army, lifting high the banner of our loving Lord, rushing forward to 
take this world for Christ. 

We are very much gratified to have Dr. Chappell, our new Sunday 
School editor, with us, and we trust every preacher and layman will 
go from here more fully determined to do more for the Sunday School 
than ever before. In the language of Dr. Chappell, “the ultimate 
triumph of the Kingdom of God is to be brought about by the training 
of the children.” Let us not forget this, and let not this great work 
fail because of neglect on our part. To this end we desire to urge 
every pastor to give more attention to his Sunday School, and espec- 
ially see to it that Children’s Day be observed in every school. Take 
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a collection and send it to your treasurer. Children’s Day was not 
as generally observed as it ought to have been, in fact, the majority of 
pastoral charges failed to observe it at all. 

We have received from the charges that did report the sum of 
$149.57. Ten per cent of this has been paid to the Board of Educa- 
tion, 10 per cent forwarded to the General Sunday School Board, leav- 
ing a balance of $119.61. After providing for needy schools we had 
a balance from last year of $61.44, which will be forwarded to the 
Treasurer of the General School Board. 

We, your Board, recommend that the act by which this Confer- 
ence pledged itself to co-operate with the other two Conferences in 
the maintaining of a field Sunday School Agent in the State be re- 
scinded.

To the President and Members of the White River Annual Conference’. 

Dear Brethren — Our General Secretary informs us that the close 
of the sixteenth year of our organized existence of the Epworth 
League in our Church, finds it prosperous and hopeful. In fact, the 
situation justifies us in saying that the past twelve months have wit- 
nessed the largest and most satisfactory development of the League 
idea in all its history. The total increase for the year is 10,414. One 
half of the increase to be credited to the Junior Department. In our 
Conference where there has been a lack of special effort, the increase 
is 266 Senior and 73 Junior members.

We are glad to note that our Leagues are becoming a help in 
every department of church work. The pastor no longer has a burden 
on his hands, but a corps of trained assistants to help to lighten his 
work. 

We hail with joy the retaining of Dr. H. M. DuBose as General 
Secretary and Editor of the Era. We note with pride the varied im- 
provements and excellent quality of the Era, and urge all our pastors 
and League workers to circulate this valuable paper. 

We gratefully acknowledge our obligations to the editors of the 
Western Christian advocate for placing at our disposal space in their 
valuable paper. We urge all our members to avail themselves of the 
opportunity thus given to report items of progress and interest. 

We urge that all Leagues respond to the call of the Parent Board 
for the payment of the ten cents assessment which is greatly needed 
in defraying the expenses of the Board.

We note with pleasure the encouraging report from the General 
^oard of Education. It shows a decided increase in the number of 
tudents in our church schools, and a general increase of interest in 
.he cause of Christian education. 

Our Correspondence School is growing in favor with our preach- 
ers everywhere, and we urge our undergraduates especially to avail 
themselves of the exceptional opportunities which the Correspondence 
School offers. 

Galloway College. 

The report from Galloway College is very gratifying. The en- 
rollment at present is nearly three hundred. ’ Current expenses are 
all met promptly. The religious life of the student body was never 
better. The incubus of debt is being gradually reduced. The greatest 
need of that excellent school is additional room in which to accommo- 
date its increasing patronage. 

We recommend that Rev. F. A. Jeffett be placed on the Board 
of Trustees .in place of Rev. Frank Barrett. 

Hendrix College. 

President Anderson reports that the students of Hendrix College 



are doing fine work; that the religious life of the student body is ex- 
ceptionally good; that the school has the largest enrollment for this 
time of the year that it has ever had. We have for a long time been 
handicapped here for lack of an adequate endowment. We trust 
that brighter days are coming for our educational work in Arkansas. 

We recommend: — 

First, That Capt. George Marshbanks succeed himself as a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees, and that Rev. M. M. Smith succeed- him- 
self on said Board, and that Rev. J. K. Farris succeed W. M. Wilson. 

Second, That four members be added to this Board, as per re- 
quirement of its amended charter, as follows: M. F. Collier, T. T. 

Bateman, Rev. Fred Little, Rev. R. C. Morehead. 

Third, That Rev. Stonewall Anderson be appointed to the Presi- 
dency of this College. 

Fourth, That Rev. Henry Smith and Rev. J. W. Thomas and I. J. 
Evans be appointed students in Vanderbilt University; and Rev. J . D. 
Roberts, Rev. Alonzo McKelvey and R. A. Robertson as students in 
Hendrix College. 

Fifth, That we pledge our heartiest support to Rev. James 
Thomas, the newly elected Commissioner of Education for Arkansas, 
in his efforts to relieve our schools of indebtedness.

Resolved, (2.) That we stand opposed to the inducements that 
the railroads and steamboats so often hold out to our people whose 
eternal welfare depends largely on the influence of the Church and 
God’s servants, who have but the one day in the week to hold forth the 
Word of God to the unsaved, and be it 

Resolved, (3.) That each Pastor preach as often as he may think 
necessary, but at least one sermon to each congregation on Sabbath 
observance during the year.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

There is no question before the Church today that is more vital 
than the Temperance question. Though one of the oldest, it is still 
one of the livest before both Churh and State. It is not a dead issue, 
as many liquor men would make believe, but has aroused more interest 
and been the subject of more agitation in many sections the past year 
than any other issue moral or political. Never before has there swept 
our Southern States such a wave of temperance reform as has been

witnessed during the year now closing. So great has been the prog- 
ress of temperance reform in some of the States that political aspir- 
ants have been forced to espouse the cause of prohibitionists, and have 
actually vied with each other in campaign contests in their support of 
temperance measures. So great and so popular has been the move- 
ment in our own State that our Governor, in some recent public ut- 
terances, has endeavored to identify himself with the magnificent 
achievements of the temperance workers, and remarked with evident 
pride upon the increasing “white” on our temperance maps. Among 
the proud trophies of our recent and triumphant fight in Arkansas are 
fifty-six and a half dry counties against eighteen and, a half wet coun- 
ties, and the magnificent majority in the State election against liquor 
license, of 15,681 votes. We extend to Oklahoma our congratulations 
for the bright prospect of that splendid territory, of Constitutional 
prohibition, when her star shall rise on our national flag and she 
shall take her place on our historic map as the State of Oklahoma. 

But while we rejoice in our unprecedented progress in temper- 
ance reform, and congratulate our people upon their heroic work, we 
feel impelled from fear of relaxation of effort, to urge every preacher 
and member, and friend of our great church, never to think for one 
moment of breaking ranks, or relaxing diligence in this war against 
the liquor traffic. Nothing but relentless war will ever break the spirit 
or cause the retreat of this stubborn foe; and nothing but eternal 
vigilance will ever secure prohibition territory against his eager and 
hasty return. We therefore insist that all our people put forth every 
effort to secure the election of competent and worthy men to fill our 
offices, and especially our municipal offices ; for here is the secret of the 
successful enforcement of our laws. 

In view of the success of prohibition throughout the State, and 
the glorious majority rolled up at the last election against license, we 
believe the time has come for a State-wide demand of temperance 
workers upon our General Assembly for State prohibition. We there- 
fore freely concur with the other Conferences of our State, and of the 
Baptist State Convention, and other temperance organizations, in a 
concerted movement to effect this and other desired and important 
legislation. We recommend that Rev. M. M. Smith, Hon. R. A. Dowdy 
and Rev. Fay C. Sterling be appointed as the representatives of the 
White River Conference in the Inter-Church Temperance Federation; 
and that they also constitute our commission to co-operate with like 
commissions from other bodies in laying the interests of temperance 
reform before the forthcoming session of our General Assembly.

ARKANSAS METHODIST ORPHANAGE. 

To the White River Conference, M. E. Church, South: 

Dear Brethren — As becomes our duty, we submit our report of the 
Arkansas Methodist Orphanage for the year. It has been the best 
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year in the history of the institution, both for collection and placing 
orphans in homes. At the beginning of the year, we had thirteen chil- 
dren in the home. During the year we received thirty. We placed 
twenty-seven in good homes, leaving sixteen in the Home. The xirst 
move for the establishment of the orphanage was made at the Confer- 
ence November, 1897. It was incorporated March 18, 1899. The 
Home was opened January, 1902. The first child received was Jesse 
Miller, who was brought to the orphanage February 7, 1902, by Rev. 
F. E. Taylor of the White River Conference. Since that time we have 
placed sixty-one children in homes where they became permanent mem- 
bers of families. The children at the Home are sent to one of the 
best public schools in the city, and to Sunday School and church regu- 
larly. Many of the children joined the church while in the Home. 
The Womans’ Advisory Board took more interest the past year in be- 
half of the institution than ever before. They looked into and advised 
as to the internal m magement of the Home. They prepared the two 
parlors and caused a set of sectional book cases to be placed in the 
Home, and added more than one hundred volumes of books to the 
Library. The Woman’s Missionary and other societies throughout the 
State are manifesting a deep interest in the work and during the past 
year they sent many valuable gifts of clothing, books and some money. 

Some of our Sunday Schools have taken it on themselves to con- 
tribute to the Home, and they could not do^a better work. At the 
annual meeting of t ie Board of Trustees, held in October, Rev. J. E. 
Godbey, D. D., who had been President of the institution from its 
organization, resigned that position, on account of continued absence 
from Little Rock, and George Thornburgh was elected to fill the 
vacancy. Geo. W. Culberhouse, one of the Trustees of the White 
River Conference, resigned, and your Conference will fill the vacancy. 
Mrs. Thornburgh, on account of the election of her husband as Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees, resigned as President of the Ladies' 
Advisory Board, and Mrs. J. T .Greenfield was elected President. The 
policy adopted and pursued by the Trustees is not to keep the children 
permanently in the Home, but to find Christian families in which to 
place them, where they will become adopted children. So far, we have 
been fortunate in placing children. Many of them have been taken by 
men of substantial means without children and have made the orphans 
members of their families, and provided for them as they would for 
an own child. We think this is far better than to house them up and 
try to educate and raise them all together. There is nothing so for- 
tunate for an orphan as to make it a member of a good family, the 
child of a loving father and mother. The orphanage has passed the 
experimental period. We own the building and three lots, do not owe 
anything, neither for the property or running expenses, or anything 
else. Of course, we must rely upon the Church and charitably disposed 
people generally for a new substantial brick building. Our location 
could not be improved in Little Rock. It is within two blocks of one 
of the best public schools in the city, where the children from the or- 
phanage are given especial attention and encouragement. We are 
within six blocks of Winfield Church, eight blocks of Hunter Memorial 
and thirteen blocks of the First Church. 

The Board at its annual meeting adopted the following resolu- 
tion : 

Whereas, in casting up accounts and forecasting next year’s run- 
ning expenses for the Methodist Orphanage, and concluding that they 
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will amount in round numbers to $3,000, and believing as the repre- 
sentatives of the three annual Conferenes, that the best business way 
to raise said sum is to ask the three Conferences to assume the same 
upon the basis of the Foreign Missionary apportionment to each Con- 
ference, and ask the Missionary Board after the acceptance of the 
same by the Conference, to apportion it to the Districts in the Con- 
ferences, upon the basis of the Foreign Missionary apportionment, and 
believing further that all our people would be glad to ontribute to this 
worthy enterprise, and thus eliminate the necessity for the field agent, 
and the expense thereto. 

Therefore, be it Resolved, by the Board of Trustees to the Arkan- 
sas Methodist Orphange, That the Hon Geo. Thornburgh, President, 
be requested to present our wishes to the three Conferences as above 



set forth, and request their approval thereof.

MEMOIR ON F. R. NOE. 
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IN MEMORIAM 

Rev. F. R. Noe was born in Green County, Missouri, January 26, 
1846. Was an orphan from four years of age. He atended the public 
school until he was fifteen at which time he entered college at Spring- 
field, Mo. Soon after entering college the civil war broke up the 
schools and thus ended his school days. He went South and joined 
the Confederate army March 11, 1862. 

In May, 1866, he came to Arkansas. In September of the same 
year he attended a camp meeting conducted by the Cumberland Pres- 
byterians at Union Camp Ground, Izard County, Arkansas, and was 
happily converted to the religion of Christ, under the able preaching 
of Ephram Morrow. Soon after being converted he felt the leading 
of the Spirit moving him to preach the Gospel, but, like many others, 
tried for a number of years to evade the call. 

He was married to Miss S. E. F. Mathews February 14, 1867. 
Was licensed to preach December 24, 1867. 

He was admitted on trial in the WhiteRiver Conference Novem- 
ber 27, 1879, and served Ash Flat Circuit in 1879-81 and Bethesda 
Circuit in 1883. This was a sad year for Bro. Noe; his first wife died 
and left six motherless children. 

In October, 1883, he was married the second time to Miss Alice 
E. Dixon of Maxville, Ark. In 1884 he served Ash Flat Circuit; 1885 
Newburg Circuit; in 1886 Jamestown Circuit; 1887-88 Boydsville Cir- 
cuit, and 1889-90 Salem Circuit; 1891-92 Barren Fork Circuit; 1893 
Sulphur Rock; 1894-95 Salem; 1896-7-8-9 Philadelphia Circuit; 1900- 
1-2 El Paso Circuit; 1903-04 Beebe Circuit; 1905.-06 Auvergne and 
Weldon. 

A good man has fallen. A champion has sheathed his sword for- 
ever. Through rain, heat, slush and snow, Bro. Noe went from ap- 
pointment to appointment to soothe the grief-stricken, reclaim the err- 
ing, to save the lost and bless the dying. We shall hear the echoes of 
his footfall and reap the results of his patient sowing in the years to 
come. 

Only God and the angels can measure the influence of such a con- 
secrated life. Bro. Noe’s religion was not that of a dreamy, mystic 
or morbid sentimentalist. It was thoroughly practical. He believed 
in and practiced entire consecration to God. 

He was loved by hundreds of people as was evidenced by the great 
congregation of weeping friends who followed 1 im to his last resting 
place at Sulphur Rock Cemetery. 

Bro. Noe knew that the time of his departure had come. At 5 
o’clock on the evening of his death he ate a hearty supper. At about 
6 he sent for Dr. Clements and told him he was going to die. The 
doctor examined him and told him he could not die then, for he was in 
perfect health. But Bro. Noe said the Lord had sent for him and he 
he must go. He then called up Bro. Umsted of Newport over the 
phone and told him he was going to die and for him to tell his Pre- 
siding Elder and all his brethren that he was at his post. At 8 o’clock 
while sitting in his chair an invisible chariot came down the highway 
of the skies for the guest of Heaven. No rumbling of wheels was 
heard. No striking of the white steed’s hoofs. An angel beckoned 
and the enraptured spirit threw off its mortal cloak and, slipping into 
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the chariot, was born upward to the gleaming gates, which had already 
opened for him, and, bless God, will open again and again to receive 
all of those who live and die like Bro. Noe. Amen!

REV. STEPHEN WESLEY REGISTER. 

In Washington County, Georgia, March 19, 1838, the subject of 
* this notice was born, and in his adopted State (Arkansas) at Con- 

way April 7, 1906, our brother entered into the rest of the people 
of God. 

Between these two eventful dates lie the labors and sufferings of 
& this good man. He grew to manhood in Pike County, Alabama, and 

was married to Miss Mary E. Lindsey, who with him came to Arkan- 
f sas in 1870. His religious career began early in life, being converted 

in his youth, though he was licensed to preach as a local preacher in 
1874. The writer and he were licensed at the same time under the 
administration of our old friend, John H. Dye, when P. E. of the 
Batesville District. Six years later he entered the itinerant work, and 
served the following charges: Pineville Circuit, one year; Ash Flat, 

two years; Salem, one year; Jamestown, one year; Oil Trough, two 
years; Calamine, two years; Smithville, two years; Bethesda, one 
year; Sulphur Rock, one year; Calamine, again two years; Ash Flat, 
again two years. At our Conference at Jonesboro, 1900, he asked for 
a superannuated place and was placed on the roll of honor. He ac- 
cepted this relation with the Christ-like spirit. The decrease age was 
upon him, and he could say, like John the Baptist, “I must decrease 
but others must increase.” Bro. Register was not what the people 
called a big preacher; he was aware of his lack as to great sermoniz- 
ing, but he was an earnest and loyal spirit and preached a scriptural 
Gospel. Many stars will shine in his crown of rejoicing when the 
Master comes to make up his jewels. He was a kind husband and 
loving father, a good citizen and humble Christian gentleman. He 
was a good and thoughtful man in the taking care of parsonage prop- 
erty. I was his Presiding Elder three years in succession and saw 
how nice and neat he and his faithful wife would keep the hired house 
and premises. May the God of all Grace help the bereaved in the day 
of sadness, and at last gather all to the home on high. Amen!
